SHIPPING MEANS 


OF DEFENSE. 


Guns and Ammunition Going 


to Several Outside 


Points,

NEW YORK, March 21;—A boat load 


of powder and supplies which was as- 
serted to have come from Fort Schuyler 
up the Sound, had landed on the pier 
at 
Governor's Island. 
Barrels and 


boxes and cans, evidently containing 
various kinds of explosives, were placed 
on the end of the wharf and carefully 
covered with tarpaulins. 
No informa- 


tion was given as to what. is to be 
done with them. Four ten-inch rifles 
and two 8-inch rifles which have been 
tested at the Sandy Hook proving 
grounds, will be .carried by the schooner 
Daisy, of the Air line, which will sail 
for Key West some time this week. 
Workmen are busy at the pier on East 
River preparing to load these guns and 
anchor them to the deck of the schoon- 
er. The larger pieces weigh thirty-three 
tons each and the smaller ones sixteen 
tons each, and the utmost care will be 
exercised in placing them so that they 
will not prove too heavy for the'ship 
should a storm strike It. While It ia 
stated that these guns are to be land- 
ed at Key West for the fortifications 
there, 1t is believed there that some of 
them will find their way to Dry Tartu- 
gas, which ia being fortified for an ad- 
vanced naval station. Other guns are 
Boon to be sent south from the Water- 
vllet arsenal and for the-first time the 
strategical value of the well known in- 
side water route will be tested.

NEW YORK, March 21.—The Penn- 


sylvania railroad depot in Jersey City 
was damaged by fire early today to the 
extent of $100,000. The mammoth train 
shed and the large office building es- 
caped. Much United States mail mat- 
ter was destroyed. Train 
and ferry 


traffic was seriously Interrupted. 


All of the frame portions of the depot 


with the shed covering the approach 
to the several ferry slips and the wait- 
Ing room and 
restaurant 
were de- 


stroyed. The train shed, built entirely 
of iron and glass, was damaged only, 
by the breaking of glass from heat. 


All the rolling stock was promptly 


run out of the shed when the fire was 
discovered, and the company's ferry 
boats were simultaneously hurried out 
into the stream and over to this city. 


There were several acres of glass on 


the roof of the big train-shed and being 
melted and 
cracked by the Intense
